For our firit Authors of Geography 
bounded their deſcriptions within a leſs 
compaſs,and divided the world into thoſe 
three parts only ; of Europe, Aſia, and 
Africa, which [ye cloſeſt about the point 


of the earth ; where the firſt Men, firſt - 


Religion, firlt City, firſt Empire, and 
firſt Arts were: and in Prolemy's time (a- 
bout an hundred and forty years afer 
Chriſts time) we hear not of either land, 
or Sea, known more than in the three 
parts of 4ſia, Africaand Europe. 

And of that Prolowy never knew the 
Eaft and North parts of 47a, nor the 
South of Africa, no nor the moſt Nor- 


thernly parts of Europe - but placed the. 


end of the wor'd that way in «{r#ma 
Thule about 63.degrees from the Equa- 
tor, and South-ward the otherway not 
above 17, degrees, So the whole Lati- 
tude of the world then known did not 
rcach the fourth part ofthe compaſs. But 
in the Longitude they came not ſo far 
ſhort, yet left they juſt half to the ſearch 
of their poſterity. - 

But God in theſe latter times hathin- 
larged our poſſeſſions, that his Goſpel 
might be propagated: and hath diſcover- 


ed Inhabitants ro us almolt in every cor- 
ner of the earth, So that our latter Geo-

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graphers have ſet their mark beyond. 
Ptolomys 60 Degrees Eaſt-ward : and 
welt- ward tothe utmoſt parts of .Ame= 
rica: ſo that there arealready known a-- 
bove 340 degrees of the earths Lon- 
gitude. And towards. the North Pole we 
have gained more in proportion, as far 
as Nova Zembla. 


When America was diſcovered it Amtrice: 


was called by ſome a new world, amt; 


ſo it might well ; for it comprehends in gyera;. 


it two Continents, either of them largef 
than two parts of the other are. The one 


is that Weſtern-Hemiſphere, that : bears 


the name America, from Americus eſ- 
pativs , But was indeed diſcover'd (ſe- 
ven years before he knew it) by Chriſt» 
ophorus Columbus, in the year 1491. 
And the other is the Terra Magillanicas 
ſcated about the South pole and firit 
found out by Ferdinand Magillanns 
ſome twenty years after, or thereabouts, 
and is thought to be greater than. the 
whole Earth beſides, Hitherto it- is but 
conjectural, and ſome few Provinces 
bave been rather deſcryed than known.

hand I ſhall (as others have done be- 
fore) reduce the world to the common 
parts which generally paſs*in our de- 
ſcriptions of the World; that is, Exrope, 
Aſa, Africa, Amerita.

In this Province of Marchia Anco- 
nitana,ftands Loretto,the place where ſo 
many Miracles are performed by our 
Lady,as they deliver amongſt the reſt of 
their Legends, - 
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Spoletts, of old called Umbria. The 
chief Cities of itare, 1, Spoletto, 2, Om- 
erto, ſeated on a high Rock. 3. Aſes, 
where St. Francis was born, This Pro- 
vince is abundantly ſtored with Wine, 
Cattel, and ſome Saffron, Olives and 
Figgs. 

This Province contains all Latium, 
(or Campaigna di Roma.) In this Coun- 
trey are the Mountains called Gallica- 
num, The chief City is Rome, ſeated of 
Tyber. [tis in compals 11 miles, within 
which is nota little waſte ground. This 
City in its Infancy was but 2 Miles a- 
bout ; but after ſhe grew fat, ſhe bur- 
niſhed to 5o Miles about ; upon the 
walls 740 T arretts,and the Inhabitants 
Inumerable ; She was built upon ſeven 
Hills, Pallatinus, Capitolinus, Viminalts, 
Aventinus, Eſquilinms, Celis, & Qui- 
rinals , was Ruled firſt by ſeven Kings 
and hath been ſince ſubject to ſeven ſe- 
veral Forms of Government ; this City is 
ſaid to be about 15 Miles from the Sea. 

The Inhabitants are about 200000, 2 
parts of them being Clergy-men and 
Curtezans, The moſt worthy places in it 
are the Church of St, Peter, which were 


it once finiſhed, would be the rarelt 


building in the world, Then the Caſtile of 
St. Angelo, impregnable, unleſs by fa- 


mine.

In the very bottom of the Aartatick,

breadth 2 where it is the broadeſt. This 


Ridgeis cut into 7 principal Iſlands, the 
Ports of Brondols, Chiozzo, Malam Oc- 
60, of the 3 Caſtles of St. Eraſmus, the 
Lito Moggiore, and the Troports, Be- 


twcenthe part of this Ridge call'd Lito, 


and the Continent, ſtandeth the Lake of

Channels of water paſs thrc ugh this City 
(conſiſting of many Ifſands)ſo that a Man 
may paſs to what place he will both by 
land and water, The great Channel is in 
length about 1300 paces, and in breadth 
40 and hath only one Bridge called R:- 
alto, The paſſage by this-Channel is ve- 
ry pleaſant, being adorned on both fides 
with ſtately Palaces, And that' Men may 
paſs ſpeedily, beſidcs this bridge, there 
be 13 Places called Tragherrs, where 
Boats attend, called Gondorr, which be- 
ing of Incredible number, give ready 
patſage to all Men. The reſt of the Chan- 
nels be narrow, and over them is many 
Bridges to be paſſed under, The Buil- 
dings of this City are very rare, there 
being at leaſt 100 Houſes (or rather Pa- 
lices) fit to entertain any Prince, 

The magnificenteſt- buildings of this 
City are the Church of St, Mark, 
which Saint is the protecting Saint of 
this City. The Building hereof is become 
admirable, for the fingular Art of the 
Builders and Painters, and the moſt 
rare pieces of Marble, Prophyry, and 
Ophites, (ſtones ſo called of ſpeckels 
like a Serpent) and like ſtones. 2. The 
Market-place of St. 1ark, being paved 
with Brick, and conſiſts of 4.

In this Countrey, between it and 
Armenia minor, live a certain people 
whom they call Card:, or Coerdes, Theſe 
men worſhip the Devil, and with good 
reaſon, as they think, becauſe Gcd is a 
good man, and will do n» man harm;

This Countrey is divided into three 
Provinces, viz.

The Syria» Kings . men- 
tioned in the Bible, were of this Syria, 
Itis ſaid that Adam and Eve dwelt here 
at Damaſcus aſter they were driven out 
of Paradiſe ; and here Cain flew hisbro- 
ther Abeh;here was Ananias Bilhop. © 

' The third Province is Syro-Phenicia; 
whoſe chief Cities are, 1. Beritns, a fa- 
mous Mart-town, nigh unto which St. 
George is ſaid to have deliver'd theKings 
Daughter by killing the Dragon ;/ in me- 
mory whereof there wasa Caſtle and an 
Oratory built in the ſame place,and dedi- 
cated to St, George, 2. Aleppo ; this City 
was of old called Aram Sohab, (mentio- 
ned in the 2 .Sam. 8, chap. and. 3 verſ.) - 
The Traffick in this place is. exceeding. .;

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Sreat, ſoas the goods of all 4ſ;a, and 
the Eaſtern Iſlands, are brought hither, 
or to Cayro in Egypt. 

This City lyes withinland ; the port 
whereof (called Alexandretrta by the 
Chriſtians, andScanderona by the T arks) 
ſhall hereafter deſcribe, The building 
of this City, as of all houſes of Syria, is 
one roof high, witha plain top plaſtered 
to walk upon, and with Arches before 
the Houſes, under which they walk dry, 
and keep Shops of Wares. This City is 
well fort:ficd, pleaſantly ſcated, and hath 
many fair Gardens. The air 1s here excce- 
ding hot and ſubtile, ſo as the Chriſtians 
coming hither from Scanderona, (a molt 
unhealthful place, choaked with Fens) 
commonly fall fick and dye*, and this is 
the cauſe the Engliſh Factors imployed 
here, ſeldom returninto England. With- 
1n this City the Exgl;ſh Merchants have 
three houſes, as it were Colledpes, 


. where they live. In theſe parts they have 


Sheep, the tail of one wreathed to the 
ground, doth weigh 30or more pounds 
in fatand wool. 

The 3. City is Biblis. 4. Tripols, (fo 
called for diflerence from Tr:poly in A- 
frick :YThe Haven lies on the Weſt-ſide, 
and 13 compaſſed with a. Wall, wherein 
were many-little Barks, and ſome ſhips 
of Marſeilles in France, The _— is 
ortt= 
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fortified with ſeven towers, and upon it *« 


are built many Store-Houſes for Mer- 
chants. The City lyes ſome half a mile 
from the Haven, and is ſeated on the fide 
of a Hill ; near unto this City Iyes 
Mount Lrbanus, this Mountain is very 
pleaſant, abounding in fruitful Trees; 
and with Grapes yielding a rich Wine; 
upon the North-ſide without the Gates 
they keep many Silk-worms, in moſt 
pleaſant Gardens. The building of Tr:- 
poly, is like to the other buildings in Sy- 
714, The Street which leads to Aleppo is 
broad, the reſt narrow ; andthe air and 
waters are unhealthful. The chief Traf- 
fick of this City is for the moſt part re- 
moved to. Damaſeus, and Aleppo ; the 5th 
City is Antiochia the Metropolis of all 
Syria : not fir from hence is the River 
Orantes, which beginneth in Caelo-Syria 
and paſſeth uuder the Earth till it come 
neer to Apamea, were it riſeth and wate- 
reth all Antiochia, ſo paſſing thence it 
runneth ſome 16 miles, and ſo falls into 
the Mediterranean Sea; here St. Pal 
Preached and kept a Synod at Tr:polzs 
cc, In this Countrey are made great 
ſtore of excellent Tapeſtrey-Hangings, 
intermixed with curious Colours, moſt 
plorious to behold; it is ſaid by ſome 
Authors, that there are above 4000 Men 

in 
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in-Trepol;s that do little elſe but weave 
and make Hangings.

Aleſtine hath on the Eaſt, Euphrates; 
P on the Weſt, the Meatterranean 
Sea; on the North, Phenicia; and on 
the South, Arabia. This Countrey was 
firſt call'd the land of Canaan,fromCana- 
an the Son of Cham. 2.Tne Land of Pro- 
miſe, becauſe the Lord promiſed it to 
Abraham. 3. Iſrael, from the 1ſraelites, 
4. 7udea, from the Fewes. 5. Paleſtine, 
quaſt Phil:ſtin, 6, The Holy Land, be- 
cauſe here was wrought the work of our 
Salvation. 

It is in length 200 miles and not above 
Fo in breadth, yet of that ſalubrity of air, 
and fertility of Soyl that it maintained 
the 2 potent Kingdoms of /-ae! and 
Fuda,wherein David reckoned 1300000 
fighting Men befides the tribes of Lev; 
and Benjamin. 

The People hereof are now accounted 
a perjured, vagabond Nation, and great 
Ufurers.

diſptrſed over Syria, Egypr,and Africk, 
theſe give themſelves to feed Cattel and 
droves of Camels. Thoſe that Inhabit the 
Cities are called 2Zoors ; theſe are dif- 
perſed over all the Southern part of A- 
ſia, as Pedia, Eaſt-India ;, and likewiſe 
are advanced to. divers Kingdoms, fa- 
mous Cities, and worthy Mart-Towns 3 
yea and over all the South coaſt of 
Africk, This Countrey is 4000 miles 
in compaſs: the People uſe the Arabick 
Language, which extends it ſelf through 
Paleſtine, Syria, Meſopotamia, Fgypt, 
and all Barbary, excepting Aorocco.

ſhadow of Spirits,and Son of the immor- 
tal Gods ; and by himſelf is reputed 
to be the Monarch of the whole World. 

At the Funeral of ſome of theſe great 
Monarchs, tt.ey uſe to kill ſome of his 
Guard-Souldiers, whereof he hath 
12000 in continual pay, 

Theſe Chams for the mo't part are ſe- 
vere Juſtices, and puniſh almoſt every 
ſmall fault with death, eſpecially Theft,

Bulwarks ; the 
Streets ſo broad that ten men may ride - 
in front, and paved and adorned with ma- 
ny triumphant* Arches and Shops on 
both ſides; the Bridges here and elſe- 
where are many, of large Free-ſtones, 


* very coſtly; the High-ways which lead 


to the Cities, very lately ; and the Kings 
Houſes for the publick Officers, very 
magnificent, aſter their manner. 
Nanguin is ſome eight or ten leagues 
from the Sea, with a River leading thi- 
ther. It hath three fair brick-walls, with 
large and ſtately Gates; the Streets are 
of twoleagues, or of two and a half in 
length, wide, and paved; the compaſs 
is atleaſt eleven or twelve leagues, and 
containeth by conjecture two Hundred 
thouſand houſes. It equals or exceeds 
four of the faireſt Cities in Europe; there 
are divers other Cities within a days 
journey hereof, which are great and 
famous for Traffick, of which Han- 
cheum and Suchexm are chief, which =

ofthe Chinians called Paradiſe, for the - 


plenty of all things, Suchen is ſeated as 
Venice is, having her Streets part by 
water, and part on land, ſo richinTraftick, 
that twelve millions of Revenue do ac: 
crue from hence to the King yearly: 
Quinſay, heretofore the Royal Seat of 
the Kings of Mangy; the fituation of it 
is inthe midſt of Ch:na,andnear the Sex; 
but now this famous City, containing 
heretoforea Hundred miles in compaſs, 
having twelve hundred Bridpes, and ſix- 
tcen Hindred Thoufand Houſholds, hath 
bequeathedher Land and greatneſs unto 
Nanquin,and her Sea-treaſures unto Su-: 
cheum, both ſucceding, but not together 
equalling this great and famous City. 
Theſe Cities of China want that ele- 
gance and '- magnificence which ſtately 
Tempks and ſumptuous buildings do 
afford to- our Citics of 'Exrope : Their 
Houfes are low, without the ornament 
of Porches, Galleries, Windows, and 
proſpect into the Streets : beſides theſe 
habitations, there are-many which dwell 
on Land, but in their Ships; for: their 
Shipping is of two forts, onefor Sail; and 
another for habitation alſo:theſe alſoare 
meaner or fairer, according to the wealth 
ofthe Owner ; Inthe one {ide they carry 
their Families, in the other their Paſſen- 
gers, Many Barks arc-as Vicualling- 
houſes

houſes by the way, and likewiſe asſhops 
of Merchandize. They buy and felt not 
with Gold, but $.lver,and that not coyn- 
ed, bur every one hath his Scales with 
him to the Market, to weigh his Silver;

be not wary. Things are there exceeding 
cheap, a hundred: pound of Sugar may 
be bought there for nine or ten fix pen- 
ces, and other things proportionable.

Inhabitants T amegines ;, Chinais a meer 
ſtranger in China, The King is abſolute 
Monarch, and in Revenue exceedeth all 
the Princes in-Europe and Africk, toge- 
ther; his whole Revenue being recko- 
ned,ariſeth together to one Hundred and 
fifry millions :-His expences are excce- 
ding great, all the Aſfandarines, Eu- 
nuchs or Courtiers, Soldiers, Hoſpitals, 
and Prieſts, receiving Stipends out. of 
his exchequer. The King hath one wife, 
but many Concubines, whoſe Children 
inherit if the lawful wife be barren. Theſe 
women are not ſuffered to go abroad, 
nor likewiſe to ſpeak unto their Kins- 


folks His Courtiersare Eunuchs, whom 


their poor Parents have gelded in their 
youth, in hope of Covurtly preferment; 
of theſc there are ſuppoſed to be in the 
Court ſome 16000.

Conſtantiais the chief Ci- 
ty;'tis an an ancient city containing 8000 
Families,and many ſumptuous buildings, 
a great Temple,two Colledges,and three 
or four Monaſteries, much reſorted to 
by Merchants: every Trade having their 
pecu'iar Streets. In this Region is ſituate 
Dona, ſometime called Hsppo, where Sty 
Auſtin was Biſhop. Bugta, ſo called of 
Bugia ; the principal City extends it 
ſelf 150 miles; this Bagia was once a- 
dorned with Temples, Monalteries, Hoſ- 
pitals, and Colledges of Students in the 
Aabumetan Law. Ezabis the moſt Eaſt- 
erly part of the Tunerzan Kingdom : the 
chief Province whereof is Meſrata.

the exquiſiteneſs of the Portals, Pillars, 
Ciſterns, and other parts of this Citie- 
furniture, there are above 700 Moſches 
Temples, and ſmaller Chappels within 
this City, which are adorned withMarble 
Pillars, andother ornaments; the Chap- 
ter thereof wrought with Mofiaque and 
carved work : every one hath his tounda- 
tion of Marble, or of other Stones ; the 
Floors are covered with Mats, as are the 
Walls, a mans height, lined therewith.

The People to this day ſpend their 
lives in Hunting, and ſtay but three or 
four days in a place, as long as the Graſs 
will ſerve their Camels. This is the cauſe 
the Countrey isſo il] peopled,the Towns 
ſo ſmall in themſelves,& ſo remote from 
others; for Toffert,a great City in their 
eſteem,contains but 400 Houſholds,and 
hath no Neighbors within 300 miles of it 
This Countrey aboundeth with dates, 
* which 


Numidta and Lybta, 
which is the chief Diet of the people ;zbut 
this ſweet meat hath ſowr ſauce for it 
commonly rotteth their teeth betimes; 
The air is of that nature, that if any-one 
be troubled with the French Diſeaſe, he 
ſhall here find remedy, 


Of the Numidians and Lybians are five Peoples. 


Peoples, Zenaga, Guenzaga, Tergay 
Lemta, and Berdena, and live all after the 
ſame manner and order, that 1s, without 
orders or manners at all. 

They are Idolaters, Thieves Murthe- 
rers, Ideots, except ſome few Arabians 
that are mingled among them of Ingent- 
ous Diſpoſition, and addicted.much to 
Poetry. 


Their Garments are of baſe Cloth, Appare!: - 


ſcarce covering half their bodies. The 
Gentlemen to be ciſtinguiſhed from the 
reſt, wear a Blue Jacket with wide ſleevs: 
their Steeds are Camels, which they ride 
without ſaddle or bridle, Their Beds are. 
Mats made of Ruſhes, and their food is 
oft-times Patience with an Empty belly. 
This Countrey aboundeth with Serpents - 
and Scorpions, ſo that daily ſome are 
fornd dead by their venomous biting. 
Their caief Cities are Sraphilet, Dan- 
ſen, Dara, and Techorer, a Town very 
courteous to Strangers.

Theyhave abun « 
dance of Sugar, Minerals of all ſorts, and 
infinite Herds of Oxen and Sheep; they 
have no Coyn of Gold or Silver, Salt is 
the molt current money.

The People are much inclined to 
Barbariſm, deſtitute of learning,not to be 
credited unleſs they ſwear by the life 
oftheir Prince: they hate a Smith equal- 
ly with the Devil; their colour is gcne- 
rally Olive-tawny.

are34 Palaces on the top,ſpacious, ſump- 
tuous and beautiful, where the Princes 
of theRoyal blood have-theirabode with 
their Families.

ſure and profit, 

Zambra isgreater, containing 30000 
Houſes and innumerable concourſe of 
people. It ſtands in the Kingdom of Caf- 
fates, and near the great Lake, called 
hereof Zambra, where the Emperour 
leaving his wonted manner. of removin 
up and down in Tents, hath fixed his
